The relative view of Spiritualism is| 
the one generally considered by its 
sptakers and writers. 
tnay be found in that Jaw of comparison, 
or contrast, by which each advanced 
step, each newly discovered law or force, 
or of adjustment of known laws or 
forces, voices its superiority and seeks 
to make that superiority effective by 
showing the weak or imperfect points in 
the shell or womb from whence it ema- 
nated or something new and improved. 

But must we necessarily live in either 
the atmosphere or the spirit of compari- 
son and criticism of the old, from 
whence we were born or evoluted? Does 
not both wisdom and discretion indicate 
that we should seek a nearer approxi- 
mate perfection, by the honest and care- 
ful serutiny of seeming defects, inhar- 
monies and ill-adjustments, in order to 
place the newly-born child of progress 
upon an unassailable vantage ground, as 
well as to develop all that is. true, useful 
and beautiful within it? 

In other. words, should not thinking 
Spiritualists, and all other intelligent 
minds attracted by the facts of a psychic 
character, study Spiritualism per se, in 
itself, in its teachings, in its phenomena 
both present and possible, and in its 
discipleship, so as to discern both the 
helps and hindrances within them, or- 
ganized or unorganized, which nid or re- 
tard greater and more full disclosures 
of this prysic force? Should not the 
spiritualistic press and platform be 
largely devoted to the conserving aud 
development of our own faith and phi- 
losophy, the harmonious and successful 
management of our own household, 
rather than waste their forces in sharp 
arid acrid critivisms upon spiritually de- 
funct faiths aud societies. 

Of course, in so doing we shall neces- 
sarily touch the quick of some nerves of 
sensation in the organism of mediums 
or sensitives. But need this be done 
harshly, or with the spirit of a ceusor 
who dips his pen in the gall of which 
his own nature may be full; or in the 
coarse and emphatic language of diatribe, 
or with the spirit of condemnation, of 
which the world has always seemed to 
have an excess, and of which to-day, 
there is no famine either among Spiritu- 
alists, Agnostics or Orthodox disciples. 
Delicate machinery is never safely ad- 
justed by sledge hammers, but a single 
drop of oil is often more effective than a 
creating and adjusting genius, supple- 
mented hy the tools of an experienced 
mechanic. 

_ We may handle theories, facts, philos-

creedal, with all the vigor we care to ex- 
pend upon them, but they are not hu-

What we may deem the highest wisdom 
and of paramorent necessity; the only 
possible course dictated by prudence, 
safety and preservation, may be, in fact, 
the merest folly, to the visjon of others. 
And a brother or sister with a clearer 
gift than ours, may have discovered the 
truth thus hidden from ourselves. All 
brains are not alike sensitive or capa- 
cious, or cultivated, neither are all spir- 
its, secking ministration through mortal 
machinery, alike strong, and clear, and 
wise, A leading hypothesis is that each 
spirit worker in the fields of humanity 
uses the machines best fitted or adapted 
to its own powers and purposes. 

Again, we should never forget that, 
however wise or experienced we may 
consider ourselves to be, the angel world 
possesses a greater wisdom and has a 
larger experience. Hence, in all matters 
relating to their work we should wait 
the voicing of their wishes and will and 
not volunteer our own. If this great 
psychic movement of the ages depended 
wholly, or in a large degree, for its suc- 
cess and final triumph upon the mortal 
wisdom or will, or upon individual force 
exercised while in the material body, its 
life would be brief aud its coming proved 
to have been untimely, If we would re- 
frain from exalting ourselves, content to 
voice the wisdom and tlie will of exalted 
spiritual guides, our message and our 
work would be more readily received 
and acknowledged by the thinking

individual membership, within certain 
great laws which pertain to the individ- 
ual, which are by right aud by endow- 
ment, exclusively his own, If he does 
not see fit to surrender these rights toa

STATUS OF WEALTH AND OBLI- 
GATIONS OF THE WEALTHY. 
nv HUDSON TUTTLE. 

In arecent number of Tie BETTER 
Way, Mr. Thomas Lees pays a just trib- 
ute to the character of Mr. J. H. Wade. 
Mr. Wade had been a believer in the 
phenomena of Spiritualism mauy years 
aud always manifested great interest in 


the phenomena, He was fearless in 
stating his belief without being obtrus- 
ive, and never conceuled his views. Thus 
far the eulogy of my respected. friend 
Lees is just, but it seems to nie that when 
he extol» Mr. Wade's influence aud help- 
fulness to Spiritualism he departs some- 
what from that justice which ought to 
influence us with the dead as well ns the 
living. Ido not wish to be understood 
as dictating to any one what disposal 
they ought to make of their wealth, but 
when it is said publicly that they have 
made good disposition of it, the door of 
criticism'is opened, and better uses may 
be suggested. 

Mr. Wade was the possessor of vast 
wealth, estimated at twelve millions of 
dollars. He was fortunate iu seizing 
control of the telegraph before its value 
in modern civilization was realized. 
The lightning turned eyerything he 
touched to gold. He had so much 
wealth that had he lost a million dollars 
he would scarcely have realized it. He 
and his wife were believers in the phe- 
nomena of Spiritualism aud received 
great comfort in the communications 
received from their son in spirit life. 
Whenever public mediums came to 
Cleveland they usually invited them to 
their palatial residence for the purpose 
of private seances, and were said to be 
liberal in their support. Yet Spiritual- 
ism seems not to have taken a growth 
beyond phenomena with them. Al- 
though Mr. Wade in his will devotes 
$500 a year to be used by his trustees in. 
promoting Spiritualism after a manner 
they consider best, and he speaks vehem- 
ently, harshly against the orthodox 
churcties, whet Mrs: wade departed this 
life the service was read by an Episcopal 
ininister, aud at the funeral of Mr. Wage 
a Methodist minister attended. Mr. 
Lees was present and sat by the side of 
the preacher, but was not invited to say 
one word from the spiritual standpoint, 
although he is capable of saying more in 
ten minutes thar an orthodox minister 
could say in an hour. This was quite in 
harmony with Mr. Wade's life. 

Cleveland has one of the oldest estab- 
lished Lyceums. Its officers and sup: 
porters have with self sacrifices given it 
support, and made it the rallying point 
of Spiritualism for the city. It is the 
only effort there made to push the evi- 
dences of the spiritual gospel of work to 
the children. The want of funds has 
constantly hampered the effort. Sce 
what Mr, Wade might have done! An 
amount, he would not have felt the loss 
of, would have given the Lyceum and 
Spiritualists a beautiful temple, and a 
perpetual endowment fund, 

Generations of children would have 
raised up and called him blessed. I think 
he has been known to assist the Lyceum, 
but no more than many of its less 
wealthy workers, He did not give it 
the influence of his presence and rarely 
was seen at lectures, The support he 
gave mediums was strictly for his own 
benefit and entirely selfish. 

What might he have done? There are 
several journals devoted to Spiritualism 
which have been sustained mainly by 
the persistent devotion of a few earnest 
souls. What a small amount would have 
endowed them all, placed them beyond 
the chances of failure and allowed them 
to issue free editions to scatter broad- 
cast in missionary work, How many 
mediums are giving their very lives to 
the work, tortured with care and want, 
who with a fostering protection would 
develop powers unrealized before. 

Had Mr. Wade been so disposed he 
could have accomplished all this and not 
expended a twelfth part of his wealth. 
Instead he gave promises of what he 
would do providing others began the 
movement, and ended by leaving $500 to 
be expended by trustees who know less 
about the wants of Spiritualism than the 
Spiritualist does about the needs of the 
churches— left in a manner that makes 


it practically useless, Seybert thought 
he was benefitting Spiritualism, while 
he could not have done anything more 
certain to bring disaster, 

While accepting Spiritualism, firmly 
believing it and bitterly opposed to the 
doctrines of the churches, Mr. Wade 
gave all his social influence against Spir- 
itualism and in favor of sectarian relig- 
ion! His vast wealth which might have 
been diverted from the temple of mam- 
mon and made to do incalculable good, 


cumulate unless wasted by the extrava- 
gance of aristogracy, Mr, Wade js not 
alone in his treatment of Spiritualism. |t 
He lins the company of a great majority. 
Even Judge Edmunds gave nothing to |l 
the cause, but left his estate in such a 
manner that it was almost certain to fall 
in the end into the hands of the Catholic 
church he abhorred. The peculiarity of 
professed Spiritualists in their allegiance 
tothe cause they earnestly profess to 
love, and claim to be the very sustainer 
of their spiritual lives, is most remark- 
able. How very few of the whole num- 
ber who do not on the momentous occas- 
ion of death revert to their old belief and 
employ ministers of the gospel, thus 
throwing their influence on that side. 
AM this they have a right to do from a 
worldly standpoint, but from a spiritual, 
wealth has obligations and duties and 
the possessor of great wealth holds it in 
trust. Senator Stanford has set an ex» 
ample to all the world. He did not wait 
for others to "do half," but founded a 
great free college, with an endowment 
which no king in the world can dupli- 
cate, and generations liberalized and | 
enlightened will speak his name in 
praise. The great center of learning on 
the Pacific Slope must henceforth ever 
be this liberal's university. 

His example is commended to those 
Spirituulists who have wealth. The op- 
portunities for its use are on every hand.

WHAT IS RELIGION?

“What is Religion” and “What is the 
Gospel as taught by Jesus” were the sub- 
jects presented by the First Society of 
Spiritualists to their speaker on the last 
Sunday of November, and of which the 
following is a digest as sent by our cor- 
respondent: 

In reply to the first, through the 
inspiration of his guides, he said: Defi- 
nitions differ as we change, What 
is religion to one is heresy to another; 
what is a blessing to one is drivel to an- 
other. Names undergo modifications in 
their significance, as we in our apprecia- 
tion of the thing named; hence religion, 
as a term, applies to all forms of worship 
and non-worship--to all forms of asso- 
cinting thought gathered as conceptions 
of spiritual and immortal as nature and 
their relation to that unknown nature; 
for want of a better name we call God. 
The Naturalist sees his God in all forms 
of animal and human life, and those who 
have no Conception of nature appreciate 
religion as something contrary to nature, 
dnd tiature is at enmity with its God;

there ate even Spiritualists who divorce 
God from nature, There are those "anti's" 
to everything, who say there is no God or 
religion, and who are as inconsisteut in 
their negations as the other are in 
their appellations. We must all worship 
something : whether sweetheart, wife or 
baby- but no human being ever wor- 
shipped God direct, We can only feel 
reverence for that which we apprehend, 
whether we comprehend it or not. We 
only worship a minor conception of God, 
which may be the right way to lead us on 
to the ultimate Gad, if we travel long 
enough, Hence the meaning is limited, 
because no human being can worship the 
infinite God, because it is incomprehen- 
sible. From the Spiritualist’s stand- 
point religion is a worship of the truth, 
the beautiful, the pure, the eternal God, 
wherever and in just the measure it 
comes to us we are able to approach and 
appreciate it.

He is 
merely making record of the general 
condition of suicides when reported 
back to earth. If they do not call them- 
selves "fools" as well as "cowards" for 
leaving, in a sane and healthy condition, 
the duties and privileges of earth life be- 
cause of their own lack of stamina which 
could not breast the fierce tides which 
others, braver, do breast, but selfishly 
took their own lives and plunged their 
families and friends into disgrace and 
despair, and perhaps destitution, it only 
shows that they are really destitute of 
manliness and moral sense, and are a 
smali loss to the world at large, how- 
ever much to the affectional life of their 
immediate friends. 

But I believe the truth to be this, that 
but comparatively few who are in a 
healthy physical condition commit sui- 
cide in a sane condition. The mind is 
often unbalanced and abnormal in some 
one of its departments, while to the 
world at large their is no evidence of in- 
sanity. Pre-natal causes often bear un- 
suspected fruits. The man to whom 
visions of suicide in various ways, pre” 
sents itself over and over in dreams of 
night and visions by day, and which are 
put away again and again until at last 
they project themselves so overwhelm- 
ingly that all power of discretion and 
control of action is taken away, is to all 
intents and purposes a monomaniac, is 
irresponsible for that moment's work, 


and aspirations of the human heart, 

When we take up this volume “From 
Soul to Soul" aud begin to read, we at 
once feel that indeed we are holding 
communion with one who in the highest 
sense isa poet. There is no pretense, 
There is no vain display of introverted 
lines and obscure sentences. Nosound- 
ing words or labored rhymes. The 
thought flows clear as a mountain 
spring, and rhyme and rythm are as 
much a part of it, as the murmer of the 
fountain. 

We can but repeat what some critic 
said of Mrs. Tuttle's verse: "It set it- 
self to music, and repeated itself in the 
mind like a song." In all her volumi- 
nous writings, no one can find a sen- 
tence written for effect, ora superfluous 
word. There is always a high purpose, 
a noble aim, aud each poem is like a pic 
ture, designed and finished by a master. 

There is not in this varied volume a 
poem made to order. Not one written 
because the object was writing. They 
are evidently called into being by the 
occasion, and with the imprint of the 
soul, with the agony of hot tears of sor- 
row, or the joy of fullness and happiness. 
They are rebukes of wrong before the 
very eyes, or the praise of magnanimous 
deeds which are of the present hour. 
They touch the heart and the intellect 
because the reader finds his own words 
expressing longings and desire reflected 
in the pages as in a mirror. 

As an example of a sad refrain and the 
reaction of the mind having a clear in- 
sight, is a "Song for a Dark Day," of 
which we quote the opening stanza:

Modern Science. 

A watch by which blind people can tell 
time has lately appeared. Itis an ordi- 
nary huuting-case watch, with smooth 
enameled dial without glass or seconds, 
aud immediately over each figure of the 
dial is a protecting stud to keep the 
minute hand clear of the dial and permit 
it to pass safely over the hour hand. 

In the recent technological examina- 
tions in England in which scholars com- 


pete, it is a sign of the times that elec- 
tric lighting attracted more than twice 
as many as telegraphy. Paper and glass 
making, both important industries, had 
no candidates, nor had the attractive 
subject of silversmith's work. 


One of the greatest problems of the 
future is thought to be the transforma- 
tion of carbon energy into light upon 
the same principle that the glowworn 
and firefly give their light, and when a 
single pound of combustible material 
will furnish as much light as is uow ob- 
tained from a ton of coal. 


In the electric gyroscope for use in 
correcting the error ofa compass neither 
rolling nor pitching need be feared. It 
is said to be adapted to correct the com- 
passes with certainty, as its axis of rota- 
lion remains fixed as long as it is neces- 
sary to prolong the observation. 


Data of the trials of three large steain- 
ers, showing the comparatively merits of 
large and small screws, show that pro- 
pellers of small diameter have in each 
case proved the more economical aud 
effective, both increasing the speed and 
decreasing the coal consumption. 

The chronologe of the Rev. Canon 
Cinquemani is an ingenious clock and 
consists of asingle-toothed escape wheel. 
which propels a pair of pellets and the 
pendulum. In addition to this there is 
a chain of lead balls, one of which is dis- 
charged ever a revolving drum every 
quarter of an hour, These keep the es- 
cape wheel going and by another con- 
trivance strike the hours and quarters. 

Observations of the Muir Glacier show 
that the fall of blocks of ice from the end 
is extremely irregular, Sometimes they 
come tumbling down at five-minute in- 
tervals, but there is often an hour's space 
between two successive blocks. Heavy 
rains cause more frequent falls. 

In Germany iodoform is being made 
by use of the electric current. An alcoho- 
lic solution of iodide of potassium tra- 
versed by a current of carbonic acid is 
subjected to the electric current, and 
iodoform is produced in the shape of 
small yellow capsules.
